HAS NO HOPE IN CONGRESS 


Campaign for Industrial Courts 
Declared an Effort to Defeat 
Aspirations of Workers.

CINCINNATI, Ohio, June 25.—The re- 
port’ of organized labor's’ special com-~ 
mittee on industrial courts, 
today to the Executive Council of the 
American Federation of Labor, declared 
that ‘‘ propaganda for industrial fetdal- 
ism supported by political bureaucracy 
into tre White 
House.”" 

The report, prepared by' a comniittee 
of foremost labor chiefs selected by 
Samuel Gompers at the irection of the 
Federation's: convention Just ended, at- 
Harding's proposal for 
the lation of i unions and said 
that /' it {most ttable to. note 
the utterarices of the President of the 
Unuited States wherein he disapproves 
labor's reluctant but necessary resort to 
the right to strike against industrial op- 
pression.”’ 

“ We “make. the definite statemént,”’ 
“added the report,: ‘‘that.the campaign 
for establishment of so-called industrial 

courts and commissions is the result of 
conniving and designing of financial, 
comntercial ‘and Industrial interests for 
the definite-purpose of defeating the le+ 
gitimate aspirations of the workers."’ 

Pointing out the alleged failufe of the 
Kansas Court of Industrial Relations to 
keép the wheels of industry moving, and 
prevent the coal miners’ strike, the cam- 
mittee asserted that “ it is evident that 
the legislative representatives of the 
people of New York were not misguided 
by the combination of political ambition 
and« private greed in the campaign to 
secure similar legislation in that State.’’ 

The reference was to the Duell-Miller 
bill, proposed. by the Board of Trade 
and Trarisportation of New -York City. 
Declaring that there can be no compro- 
mise 6n .these~ issues, thé committee 
urged the Executive Council: to con- 
tinue. to lead organized labor in its fight 
against compulsory incorporation of 
trade unions and that “‘ renewed energy 
be displayed hy trade unjonists and by 
all friends of liberty, justice.and de- 
mocracy in. the States of Kansas and 
Colorado ‘to-the end that the oppressive 
and restrictive laws enacted in these 
States may be repealed at the earliest 
possible moment.

Freed In $25,000 Bail, Mrs. -Hirsh 
Weeps With Husband at Hospital 
—He Talks of ‘‘ Booze.” 


As an early morning aftermath to a 
party that started Saturday night at the 
bungalow of Miss Reine Davies, film ac- 
tress, at Freeport, L. I, Oscar Hirsh, 
an electrical contractor,’ was removed to 
a hospital, a bullet through his face, 
and his wife, Mrs. Hazel Hirsh—twenty- 
two years his junior. and a striking 
blonde was released yesterday in $25,000 
bail after a day in jail on the charge of 
firing the. shot. 

According to ;jthe Nassau’ County .ati- 
thorities, Mrs. Hirsh shot her husband 
during a quarrel in a lot back of. the 
Davies bungalow. According to George 
N. Levy, Freeport attorney, retained to 
defend Mrs. Hirsh, the husband, blam- 
ing ‘‘ booze’’ for the troyble, was un- 
certain whether he shot himself or.was 
‘“aceidentally shot’ by his wife while 
she was endeavoring to wrench the auto- 
matic pistol from his hand. 

A group of friends of the actress, who 
gathered at her country place upon news 
of the affair, tried to prove that no 
party had been held at the Davies home 
at all—but while they were trying to 
persuade reporters. to their viewpoint, 
Miss Davies herself was admitting it to 
the authorities, following her statement 
with a call upon Mrs. Hirsh at the jail 
in Mineola.

Two Negroes Spring on: Couple 
and Slash: One Victim So° 
Severely He May Die. 


AMBUSHED IN WEST DRIVE 


Man: Fells One and Drives Off 
Woman’s Assailant — She 
Binds Escort’s Wounds. 


Attacked by two negroes early yester- 
day morning, on the West Drive ° of 
Central ‘Park, Hjalmar.Ternlund and 
his fiance, Miss Sigfrieda Swensen, of 
24 Bast Hightieth Street, fought their 
assailants until Ternlund collapsed from 
many knife wounds on his face and 
‘irms. His desperate battle had. pro- 
tected the young woman, and she in 
turn. probably, saved his life by ban- 
daging his wounds.

When Ternlund was taken to the Pres- 
byterian Hospital his condition was. so 
alarming that doubt of: his recovery was 
expressed ‘by a- physician.

Federal Agents in.Launch Seizé 
Three. Fishing -Boats With 
20,000 Quarts of Rye. 


CAUGHT IN THUNDERSTORM 


Liquor Had Been Transferred 
From One of Seven Ships: Out- 
side Harbor—14 Men Held. 


Under protection of a vidlent rain and 
electrical . storm, three small fishing 
beats, all whisky laden, attempted carly 
yesterday morning to slip through: New 
York Harbor and up thé Hast River to 
Long Island Sound on their way to Bos- 
ton with cargoes which had been taken 
on from a 75-fodt schooner a few miles 
off Sandy Hook. Trailed all the way 
from the Narrows by customs agents in 
the launch Surveyor, the little fleet’ of 
rum-ranners.was captured after they 
had passed the Fulton.

CABINET AND CONGRESS. 


‘Approval by Mr. Hakormva and his 
Cabinet of the principle, though not 
the form, of thtee pending bills to pro- 
vide fer the appearance of members of 
the Cabinet in the Senate and the 
House to answer questions, explain, 
debate, renews interest in an old, in- 
termittent discussion. It seéms un- 
likely that any plan for the purpose 
will be agreed upon in the present 
Beasion, but the subject deserves to be 
kept in the public attention. The 
growth of the Cabinet is: rather cu- 
rious..

OUR HAITIAN POLICY. 

Inthe fact that the Haitian policy 
of the Harding Administration was 
defended by. & Democratic Senator’, 
Mr. Pomsrens, in the debate upon the 
King amendment there is a. signifi- 
cance that will not be lost upon fair- 
mindéd men. The King amendment 
of the Naval. Appropriation bill was 
as fdllows: 

No. part of the sala. sum shall be 
used..fof the purpose of maintaining 
or ethploying merines, dither officers 
or enlisted men, in ‘the Republic of 
Haiti, or the Dominican Repybifo, or, 
Nicatagua, after Déc. 31, 1922, except 
in the event of an uprising in either 
républic menacing the lives of citizens 
of the United States or the lives of 
éubjécts of a foreign Power or Powers 
friendly to the United States, and then 
only, for the purpose of affording pro- 
tection to said citizens or subjects. 

The effect of this amendment if 
adopted would have been to terminate 
the duty of the Marine Corps in the 
countries named as the year ended. 
The debate was begun by Mr. Borax 
of Idaho, who wanted that very thing 
to happen. He devoted himaeif to the 
Haitian occupation: In his’ judgment 
théré was no sufficient reason for it. 
He -made this .extraordinary state- 
ment: ‘‘ When you examine the rec- 
‘‘erd of robberies and murders in 
‘* great cities, the lynchings and burn- 
‘ings in. this’ country, and compare 
‘* them with lawlessness in Haiti, you 
** will find little excuse for our going 
“to Haiti.’’ ‘Hardly anything ‘that 
had been accomplished in Haiti by the 
military administration under instruc- 
tions from ‘a’ Democratic President, 
and later from a, Republican President, 
hed Mr. Boraz's apptoval: Changes 
in the Constitution, pacification, the 
@lection of a new President, reorgani- 
mation of the| finances. Over all he 
found the stigma of illegality, and he 
discerned im the Ameridan policy a 
design to stay in Haiti and possess it.

President Li, returning a few weeks 
ago from his enforeed absence from | 
office of the last five years, wanted 
Wu, Foreign Minister of the rival Gov- 
ernment in Canton, to take that post 
in Peking. If Wu had acceptéd, .it 
would perhaps have been the strong- 
est accession the Peking Government 
gould have had. He preferred to stick 
to SUN Yat-sen. 

That gentleman is beginning to look 
like a lost cause, but he has been a 
lost cause before and has come back 
triumphantly. He still refusés to re- 
sign; he aléne knows the formula for 
the salvation of China. But he is 
afloat. on a warship, and apparently 
unablé to return to dry land for the 
moment... No doubt his complaint that 
somé of his subordinates betrayed him 
is justified; they had to chéosé bé- 
tween him and a Governmént which 
seemed likely to unite China, and 
under more hopeful auspices than any 
other of recent years. If this be trea- 
son, Dr.. Sun may make. the most of it. 
Wov's death and Sun’s defeat remove 
the NMaders of the southern opposi- 
tion, and in view of Wu's standing 
among his countrymen, and the very 
dubious ‘wisdom of the southern Gov- 
ernment’s present policy, it may be 
that his opportune, if entirely natural, 
death ‘was the greatest service he eyer 
rendered his country. His passing may 
open the way for the early reconcilia-
